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Claims 1-14 and 36-61 are pending in the present (Q>plication. By tfiis amendment, 
claims 1, 8, 37, SO, and S4-S6 have been amended. No new matter has been added. Accordini^, ■ 
claims 1-14 and 36-61 are currently nnder consideration. .^>plicant respectfully submits fhst these 
claims are allowablew 

Amendnimt and canceUation of ceftain claims is not to be construed as a dedication to 
the public of any of fhe sul:»ject matter of the claims as previously presented. 



Claim Rejections Under 35 USC 6 102 

Claims 1, 5, 6, 8, 12, 13, 37, 38, 46, 49, 50, 51, and 59 stand rcgccted under 35 U.S.C § 
102(a) as being anticipated by FUJI XEROX (IP 2000-268380 A). 

Applicant respect&Uy submits that the claims, as amended^ are allowable over the cited 
reference and all references of record. 

Independent claims 1 and 37 have been amended to improve internal structure so that 
"an output arm of the data beam " ia now clarified as ''an output arm of the data beam used for 
recording the hologram. " As noted in the Response filed March 31, 2004 (Paper No. 6), recording 
and measuring operations are not connected by a common data beam in FUJI XEROX. Therefore, 
these claims are allowable ovct the cited reference. Because they depend directly or indirectly from 
claims I and 37, claims 2-7 and 38-49 are likewise allowable over the cited reference. 

Independent claims 8 and SO have been amended to include ^'a lens for focunng the 
offset conq>onent onto the detector. " This amendment is supported by the original specification at 
page 6, lines 8-9, and at Figure 1. This limitation is neidier disclosed nor suggested by FUJI 
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XEROX. Therefore^ these claims ai:e allowable oYor the cited rc^ Because they depend 
directly or indirectly &<m claims 8 and SO. claims 9-14, Sl*53» and S9-61 are likewise allowable 
over the cited reference. 

Applicant re^ectfuUy requests that the above-cited i^ection under 35 U.S.C. § lQ2(a) 
be withdrawn. 

Applicant submits that the claims as amended are distinguishable over the cited 
reference and all references of record* 



Aiiowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2-4, 7, 9-11, 14, 36, 39^, 47, 48, 52-58, 60 and 61 stand objected to as being 
dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form 
includuig all the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 54-56 have been rewritten accordingly in independent fomt Claims 57 and 58 
depend fiom claim 56. Applicant le&pectfiiUy requests that the above cited objection be withdrawn.
